As you will 
remember, this easement would sinplify removal of the obatructing corner at the 
iatersection of Routes i2:) and 123 neax Chain Bridge and permit # shart right -tarn 
traffic lane to Route 123 during the morning rush period, Unfostunately, Mr. 
Metcalf was not willing to make this concession; consequently, creation of # seps- 
rate right-turn lane at this intersection will apparently necessitate relocating the 
Trowbridge exit tn accordance with the originally contemplated proposal . 


Ousing the course of recent conversations between Mr. L, F. Brett, Ir. 
Resident Ragimecr, : airfax, Virginis, and engineers from this Agency, oe 
nate Propoeal was suggested which, on the basis of « limited analysis, would 
appear to effect & significant recuction in the congestion of Washington -bound 
Virginia residents on Route 123 while simultaneously affording satisfactory relief 
to the traffic attempting to enter Virginia via Route 123, & was proposed thar the 
Washington, D. C., aad Maryland traffic entering Virginia vie Chain Bridge be 
denied direct access to Glebe Road during the period 7:45 a.m. to $:15 a.m. This 
comet permits am mniuterrupted flew of traffic in both directions on Route 123 dur- 
ing the peak rush period while inconveniencing an extremely small proportion of the 
overall traffic using the intersection.
